IN THEATER PANIC 


Women and Children Fight 
Way to Exits, Tramping 
Over Each Other. 


PICTURE FILMS ON FIRE. 


More than 3800 people, many of them women 
and children, rushed panic stricken from 
the Lyceum nickel theater, West Madison 
street and Sacramento avenue, last night 
when the moving picture films in the cage 
above the entrance caught fire. 

The sereams of the women and children 
added to the confusion in the house. 
people fought their way to the exits, tram- 
ling each other under foot in their terror. 
It seemed a. miracle that no one was seri- 
ously injured, but aside from suffering minor 
bruises sustained in climbing over chairs, 
those caught in the theater escaped 


House Crowded to Doors. 

The house was crowded to the doors when 
the fire started, every seat being occupied. 
It is said that grease on the moving picture 
machine caught fire first. The flames at 
once communicated to the celluloid films, 
hundreds of feet of which were unreeled in 
front of the machine. The films blazed up 
in an instant. The operator dodged out of 
harm’s way just in time. 

A cloud of smoke rolled over the audience 
from the cage. As it came from the front 
of the house where the main entrance is the 
people realized that they had to fight their 
way through the thickest smoke to gain the 
street by the front door.

CRISIS IN INQUIRY AT HAND 


Politicians Try to Check Investi- 
gation; Labor Leaders Hunt 
for Evidence. 


MAY ABOLISH INSPECTORS’ JOBS 


In a confession of @ lieutenant of police 
Wiliam W. Wheelock, special counsel of the 
Jey civil service commission, is said to have 
the key to the entire intricate politician- 
Police vice graft system of Chicago. 
A report that the lieutenant, himself en- 
meshed in the graft net thrown out over the 
city’s underworld, had told the whole story of 
the vice ring’s methods, giving names of the 
Principal men who profit from them, was 
freely circulated last night through the vice 
districts. Mr. Wheelock admited that he had 
obtained ‘valuable information for his inquiry 
from a police official, but he refused to dis- 
close the name of his informant or the nature 
of hisistory. 
With the special counsel and his investi- 
gators at the heart of the facts concerning the 
big vice trust, it was learned that powerful 
poiiticians are at work in an endeavor tostop 
the inquiry. The investigation now threatens 
their political lives, as well as their monthly 
income of thousands of dollars from the vice 
concessions which they have let out to their 
henchmen. 
The first open move of the politicians to 
check the inquiry, it was said, might be 
made tonight at the city council meeting, 
where the appropriation of $10,000 for the 
investigation is to come up for approval. 


Developménts Come Fast. 
Other important developments of the twen:+ 
ty-four hours included: 

Reports that the mayor and the civil 
service commission are inclined to favor 
the abolishment of the position of police 
inspector. 

Revelations to the spécial counsel which 
dondemus one well known captain of po- 
lice for sharing in graft tribute from 
gambling and other forms of vice. 
Perfection of plans by creatures of pol- 
{ticians to submit, through self-named 
“investigators,”” alleged facts to the 
commission which will clear their own 
skirte but trap political enemies. 

Search by powerful labor leaders for 
evidence which will involve police offi- 
cials instrumental in prosecution of labor 
sluggers. 

Departure from Chicago of Bil“ 
Kennedy, hand bookmaker, target of two 
gambler bombs last week and of tele 
phone threats to the police that more 
bombs would be thrown. 
Conferences between Mr. Wheelock 
and mysterious witnesses at the Univer- 
sity club at which the counsel admitted 
getting valuable information. 


Mayor Can End Inspectorships. 
Abolishment of the position of inspector 
may be one of the results of the investigation 
of the police department. 

This report was circulated during the day 
at the different headquarters of the eight 
inspectors of police. To abolish the position 
it would be necessary for the mayor to omit 
from the next police appropriation bill the 
salaries of the incumbents. If no provision 
were made for inspectors, it is said, the pos- 
tion would become void. 

The galary of an Inspector is $2,800 a year. 
Of the elght who hold the position it is said 
that five are eligible for retirement on a pen- 
sion. Some of the other three inspectors 
may be reduced to captains, the positions 
they held before being promoted. 

Mayor Favors End of Job. 

It is asserted that Mayor Harrison favors 
the abolishment of inspectora, and the result 
of thé investigation of the department will 
determine his course. If the commission rec- 
ommends the abolishment which, it is as-

Kidnaping of Doctor for Ransom 
Because of Relative's Wealth

BOX OF CARTRIDGES DISCOVERED 


The riddle of the mystery house at 6431 
South Hamilton avenue, where Emil Dignos 
was killed by Dr. William H. Falker, re- 


As much of an enigma as the manner of 
Dignos’ death seemed the activities of bis 
last days of life—acquiring diamonds, rent- 
ing the Chicago Lawn cottage, andequipping 
a prison chamber in a closet on its upper 
floor. 
After sixty hours of fruitless investigation 
Capt. Max Nootbar of the Englewood sta- 
tion and his detectives conciuded that they 
were facing one of the most complex mys- 
teries which the police of Chicago ever have 
had to deal with. 
With Dr. Falker, the man who admittedly 
did the shooting, exonerated from blame by 
a coroner’s jury, it was determined to ask 
that the inquest be reovened- should the phy- 
Siclan not explain certain circumstances 
more clearly. 
One of the questions which the police plan 
to ask Dr. Falker today is this: “ Why, if 
you went to the Hamilton avenue cottage to 
find a sick man, did you not carry your medi- 
cine case as most physicans do on emer- 
geney calls?” 
According to the police he carried no medi- 
eine ease with him. 

Police Capture Two Suspects. 
One resuit of the investigation was the find- 
ing of the two young men, companions of 
Dignos, who were thought to have some 
knowledge of the purpose for which the cot- 
tage was rented. Petectlves found the 
youths, one of whom is known as Roth, in a 
suburban village. After the detectives had 
questioned them they were satisfied that 
they bad nothing to do with the “ mystery 
house or with the tragedy that called it to 
the attention of the authorities, 
“ Roth and his friend, who is a student of 
mechanical engineering, I believe, In Armour 
institute, will appear at my office tomorrow 
morning. said Capt. Nootbar. “I shall 
question them in detail regarding their 
friendship with Dignos. They told the de- 
tectives that they met Dignos on shipboard 
eight months ago, when he was returning 
from a trip to Europe. Dr. Falker, they said, 
they never had heard of until reading stories 
of the tragedy. 
“Undoubtedly this is one of the most 
peculiar cases I have ever handled. I don't 


think that Dignos lured the physician to the 


cottage to murder him. it would not be 
necessary to have staples and ropes to hold 
prisoner a corpse. 

“Some of Dr. Falker's relatives are 
wealthy. One, I understand, has a fortune 
of more than $500,000. It seems most prob- 
able that a plan was under foot to kidnap him 
and hold him for a ransom when the shooting 
occurred.” 

Find Box of Cartridges. 

A more thorough examinatien of the mys 
tery house” brought fortB two possible cle 
in the morning. In a cranny under the man- 
tel in the front room detectives found a box 
containing forty-one cartridges of N caliber. 


These were of the same make as the exploded 


shells found in the cheap hammeriess re- 
volver with which Vignos was shot.

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 24.—[Special.]—Presi- 
dent Taft made a decidedly favorable impres- 
sion here yesterday, according to a majority 
of St. Louis residents with whom THE 
TRIBUNE correspondent calked today. The 
greeting given him was friendly and his 
speech in the Coliseum won general com- 
mendation from local Republicans. 
Judging from the statements made by a 
heterogeneous aggregation of persons in- 
terviewed one would say unhesitatingly that 
the president strengthened his cause by his 
visit here. : 

About eight out of every ten Republicans 
asserted their belief that the president's 
course in the tariff fighi of the last session 
of con; ess was the right one and that the 
failure of reciprocity, while deplorable, will 
not injure his chances of reslection. 


Tariff Talk Aids Taft. 

Particularly noticeable is the effect of Mr. 
Taft's speech last evening, in which he de- 
scribed the work which the tariff board is 
doing and his hopes of its ultimate success 
in bringing about scientific tariff making. 

It is evident that to a large proportion of 
the 12,000 persons present the president's 
utterances brought the first adequate con- 
ception of the tariff board's operations and 
of the reasons for Mr. Taft's insistence on 
delaying the revision of cugtoms duties un- 
til adequate information from the board 
shall be available. 

Some of those interviewed said they had

POLITICS BEHIND REFUSAL? 


Framers Suspect Ulterior Motive;’’ 
Postal Heads Make Dental. 


The office of the United States attorney 
general will decide today whether or not the 
report of the Chicago vice commission may 
enter the mails, according to dispatches from 
Washington. Meanwhile, there are indica- 
tions that the commission believes its re- 
port was held up for political reasons, and 
emphatic denials from the local postoffice 
authorities that any consideration other 
than the statute governing such cases has 
influenced their decision. 

Dean Walter T. Sumner, chairman of the 
vice commission, was ill in bed yesterday 
with a severe cold. P. J. O'Keeffe, a mem- 
ber of the commission, was unwilling specific- 
ally to charge that there had been collusion 
between .officers in the federal building and 
those whose political interests demand the 
suppression of the vice report. 


O’Keeffe Holds Information Inviolate.

O’ Keeffe said when he was asked if he had 
any reason for believing that collusion ex- 
isted. “‘ Whatever information I have as to 
the suppression of the vice report was given 
to me confidentially and could be made 
known only as it was made known to the 
members of the vice commission in execu- 
tive session last Saturday night.

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—' AERIAL WARSHIP 
WRECKED IN TEST 


Machine for Which Great 
Britain Paid $400,000 Fails 
to Make Flight. 


CREW FORCED TO SWIM. 


Accident Occurs Within Thirty 
Minutes After Experi- 
ment Begins. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, Sept. 24.—The first naval airship 
built for the use of the British government 
today was Wrecked on the second attempt to 
ny tt. The great craft, upon which the war 
department has spent more than $400, 000, 
probably is a total loss. 

The air craft was taken from its shed for 
the first time on May 22 and an attempt was 
made to fly it. It was found to be too heavy 
to be buoyed up by the air and was sent back 
to the construction yards for a!terations. 

Today the second attempt was made. The 
great craft, 512 feet in length, with two 
gondolas hanging below for the carrying of 
passengers, Was taken from its shed at Bar- 
row, in Furness, at 7 o'clock this morning. 
Thirty minutes later it lay upon the water, 
crumpled like a crushed bellows of a con- 
certina. 


Cause of Accident Doubtful. 

The exact cause of the collapse of the big 
balloon is not known, but apparently the 
framework was took weak to stand the 
pressure of a nine mile breeze after severai 
of the balloonettes in the Interior had burst 

The accident came before the airship was 
barely out of the hangar in which it has 
been sheltered. It was being brought out 
stern first, when suddenly there was heard 
a ripping and tearing sound, and the middle 
of the craft was seen to be collapsing. 

The captain in charge of the experiment 
issued orders to return the craft to its han- 
gar, but before the crew could obey the 
entire middle section was flat upon the water. 


Crew Forced to Swim. 

The compartments in both the forward and 
rear ends of the baloon remained intact, and 
it was feared they would break from the 
damaged sections and go aloft, carrying with 
them the members of the crew who still re- 


mained in the gondolas. 


As the men dived from the craft and swam 
ashore, the forepart half rose in the air 
and pointed to the sky as if it were about 
to arise in the air, but it was held down by 
the weight of the machinery and the tow 
ropes which were attached to it.

FIGHT WITH THE POLICE. 


Parents Prove Effective Strike Break- 
ers in This Walkout. 


LONDON, Sept. 24.—An amusing feature 
of the strike mania which swept this country 
this year is the demand of the school boys 
for the redress of alleged grievances. This 
latest outburst is due, probably, to the fact 
that the schools were not in session when the 
general strikes were in full biast. 

The school boys of Liverpool, a hotbed of 
industrial disturbances, were the first to de- 
mand relief. School reconvened while the 
temperature was stil] tropical. 


Parents as Strike Breakers. | 
Parading the streets of Liverpool the etrik- 
ing school boys displayed banners inscribed: 
What our fathers have done we can do 
410.“ 
The strikers demanded the abolition of 
the cane, shorter huurs, and lees home work. 


In this strike parents proved effective strike 


breakers, and the cane was not abolished. 

Last week the fever spread to London, and 
a strike was engineered from the Bath street 
school. Inspired by the glorious Ideals of the 
abolition of the cane and an additional half 
holiday every week, a procession started in 
the direction of the other schools to call 
out the “ blacklegs.” 


Policemen Called to Stop Fight. 

The strikers were armed with sticks, stones, 
iron bars, and belts and became so free in 
their use that twelve policemen were sum- 
moned 

In Manchester the boys held a genera) 
meeting. A plan of campaign was formulated, 
and so successful was the movement that 
at one time seven schools were on strike. 


RELIEF FOR FRENCH POOR. 


Parcels Post Limit for Perishable 
Foods Is Raised to Eighty 
Pounds

PARIS, Sept. 24.—In view of the increased 
cost of food, the government has induced 
the railroads to increase the twenty-pound 
limit of the agricultural parcels post to 
eighty pounds for perishable foods.

COUNTY RECORDER 


Efficiency . Investigators Say. 


Office IS Well Managed and 
* Not Run by Politics. 


PROFIT MADE FOR PUBLIC 


Three Reforms Drged—One That 
Daily Deposit Be Freeted 


with Treasurer. 1 


fhe office of the Cook county recorder fs 
well menaged, almost free from political in- 
fiuence, and at an advanced stage of em- 
Giency, according to a report of the Chicago 
Bureau of Public Efficiency, made public yes- 
terday. The report gives unstinted praise to 
Recorder Abel Davis and bis force. 

“The grounds of criticism are few,” the 
report states. The office was not over- 
manned at the time of the bureau’s investiga- 
tion in May and Jane of this year. Under the 
present administration the work has been 80 
systematized that the process of recording 
documents moves forward with clocklike pre- 
cision. Eight dase, Sundays and holidays ex- 
cluded, is the time allotted for the process. A 
person bringing a document for record may 
be certain that it will be ready for delivery on 


the eighth day thereafter. 


Change from Previous Year. 

“Tt was not many years ago that the 
process of recording documents in Cook 
county was attended by irregularity and 
confusion. Sometimes weeks and weeks and 
even months would elapse before a document 
would be ready for delivery. The present 
head of the office is deserving of great credit 
for the improvement that has been wrought 
in this respect in recent years. The spirit of 
the office is fine, characterized as it is by 
courtesy, cooperation, and individual and 


eollective diligence.” 

The office is more than self-supporting. 
Since 1905 it has shown an excess of receipts 
ever disbufsements for salaries and sup- 
plies. In 1910 the disbursements amounted 
to $235,384.88, while the receipts in fees 
amounted to $278,964.34. The earnings were 


$43,579.46. 


Bureau Urges Three Reforms. 

The recommendations for reform in the 
gecorder's office are as follows: 

“The general assembly should amend the 
law relating to the liability of the county 
to purchasers or incumbrances of real es- 
tate so that the county would be made liable 
to the purchaser of the property and not to 
the purchaser of the abstract, who, as the 
geller of the property, is less concerned. 

„The legislature ought to vest in the re- 
eorder and the county board the authority 
to fix rates of service. 

The recorder should deposit daily to the 
credit of the treasurer, the regular custodian 
of county funds, all théreceipts of the of- 
fice, instead of depositing the money to his 
own credit as recorder in a bank of his own 
selection, then turning the funds over menth- 
ly to the treasurer.“ 0

UNIONS HUGESUM 


Leaders of Building Trades 
Set Loss to Striking Work- 
men at $8,569,000. 


STRIKES OCCUPY 100 DAYS 


— — 


Average Number of Men Out of 
Work, 18,700; Buildings 
Tied Up, 200. 


Labor leaders stated last night that the 
fight between the plumbers and steamfitters 
had cost the building trades workmen of Chi- 
cago $8,560,000. Their statements were based 
on computations of the number of men idle 
for the 100 days in which sympathetic strikes 
prevailed and the wages they would have 
earned had they been at work. 

Dach faction began calling strikes on the 
other early in May and did not cease until last 
week, when Martin B. (Skinny) Madden. 
president of the junior steamfitters, and 
Simon O'Donnell, president of the Building 
Trades council, signed a peace agreement, 
submitting their dispute to the American 
Federation of Labor. 

An average of more than 200 bulldings, in- 
cluding flats and skyscrapers, was tied up, 
and the building industry was virtually par-

Youths Cause Panic Among 40 Co-eds

A crowd of Evanston academy students, 
after storming three girls’ rooming houses 
and throwing forty young women into a 
Panic, was dispersed by Policeman Charles 
Passch of the Evanston force early yester- 
day morning. 

The boys, who numbered about 200, met at 
Foster street, on the university campus, at 
midnight. They proceeded to the Zeta Phi 
Eta sorority house, where they mounted the 
stairs and pounded on the door for admit- 
tance. 

Three white robed figures appeared at a 
window, and their cries sent the boys pell 
mell across the street. Then they went to 
the Collegiate Annex, a rooming house for 
girl students, conducted by Mrs. E. M. Ben- 
nett. 

After serenading the girls at the Collegiate 
Annex they went next door to the Collegian, 
another rooming house kept by Mrs. Bennett. 

When Mrs. Bennett heard the boys mount- 
ing the stairs she armed twenty kimono 
clad young women with scrubbing brushes, 
brooms, mops, potato mashers, and other 
weapons. 

A fatal. conflict was avoided at this mo- 
ment. Policeman Passch appeared upon the 
scene, and the “mob” fied into the dark- 
ness. 


UNION SAYS SLUGGERS LIE 
IN ACCUSING PRINTERS’ BODY. 


Indignant Resolution Answers Some of 
the Statements Made by Confessed 
Slayers of Rush V. Denon. 


Walter W. Barrett, president of Typo- 
graphical union No. 16 issued a statement 
yesterday concerning the accusations made 
against that organization by the labor slug- 
gers who confessed killing Rush V. Denon. 
a nonunion printer. 

Mr. Barrett denies that the union ever em- 
ployed labor sluggers and states that he be- 
lieves W. J. Boener and Samuel Olsen. 
charged with complicity in the murder, are 
innocent. Boener was an organizer for the 
union. Olsen is a printer. 

The statement issued yesterday was in the 
form of a resolution adopted at a meeting of 
the union, as follows: 

“ First—No possible motive could arise so 
far as this union was concerned for any 
attack upon the deceased. He was not on 
unfriendly terms with the union or its mem- 
bers, but, on the contrary, his application for 
membership in the union was pending at the 
time of his death. 

* Second.—To instigate violence upon non- 
union printers has never been a part of the 
policy of the organization, nor have such 
acts ever been permitted, approved, or in 
any way ratified by the union or its officers. 
It is not, in our opinion, possible, that such 
a policy could have been adopted or carried 
out in the face of the well established senti- 
ment of the organization in opposition to 
such a policy.“ 


MAN MURDERED NEAR GARY 
POSSESSED GOOD CLOTHES. 


Garments Show Person Killed on Rail- 
road Tracks Was of the Better 


Class. 


That the man who was evidently murdered 
in or near Gary, Ind., then thrown on the 
tracks of the Michigan Central so that a 
passing train might obliterate traces of the 
crime, was of the better class became ap- 
parent yesterday. Parts of his clothing were 
found. 

All marks of identification had been ob- 
literated. The coat is of excellent material. 
light gray, with dark stripes. The shoes were 
tan. half soled and recently shined, A blue 
silk necktie and an empty bottle which had 
contained some medicine were found near 
the body. 

Dr. E. R. Gordon, who conducted the post 
mortem discovered that the man had been 
shot through the heart and left lung, and 
said parts of thé body indicated that the 
victim had been about 5 feet 9 inches in 
height, and weighed about 185 pounds. He 
was between 28 and 35 years of age. His 
hair was black. 
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IN DRIVERS’ FEUD 


Teaming Company Fears More 
Violence Today Between 
Rival Unions. 


FAILS TO PREVENT VOTE. 


International Faction Loses Thir- 
ty-seven Members to Foes 
by Latter’s Strategy. 


Violence is feared between the two rival 
unions of teamsters this morning at the 
stables of the J. C. Zipprich Teaming com- 
pany, 532 Vedder etreet. 

Efforts to prevent further bloodshed in the 
struggle for supremacy between the two or- 
ganizations were made last night. Charles 
J. Harth, secretary of the teaming company, 
went to police headquarters and asked that 
a large detail of policemen be stationed at 
the barn today. 

Agitation at the Zipprich stables started 
Saturday when a secret referendum was 
taken among the teamsters employed there 
who are members of the Internationa) union, 
to ascertain how many desired to withdraw 
from that organization and join the Chicago 
Teamsters’ union. Thirty-seven of the fifty- 
nine drivers voted to go over to the rival 
faction. 

Officials of the Chicago Teamsters say the 
Zipprich company has resisted their efforts 
to get its employés away from the Inter- 
national union. Several attempts have been 
made, but the rival union never before suc- 
ceeded in securing a referendum on the 
proposition. 

Get Vote by Strategy. 

Secretary Harth was out of the city last 
week, Representatives of the Chicago Team- 
sters learned of his absence. A number of 
them went to the barn on Saturday, pushed 
past the barn superintendent, and secured 
the vote before he realized what they were 
doing. 

Riots in which teamsters have been shot 
and slugged have marked the fight between 
the two unions. While none of the victims 
have died, many have been seriously Injured, 
Seven men have been shot this year in riots 
at the stables of different teaming com- 
panies. The trouble has always occurred 
about 8 o’clock in the morning—when the 
teamsters were leaving the barns. No ar- 
rests have been made. 

Drivers of Stores Meet. 

Drivers representing each store, with one 
exception, met yesterday at the headquar- 
ters of the Chicago Teamsters. While most 
of the drivers are members of the union they 
have no local. Neither do they wear badges 
or attend union meetings, under penalty 
of discharge.

„The office of recorder is well managed. 
The grounds for criticism are few. The 
office was not overmanned at the time the 
bureau's investiga‘ors were studying the 
eperations of the force in May and June 
of this year.” 

This is the indorsement given the county 
recorder of deeds and register of titles by 
the Chicago bureau of public efficiency. 
The words will ring pleasantly in citizens’ 
ears. They are not the brag of politicians. 
They are the result of an independent ex- 
pert investigation of the actual workings 
of the recorder’s office. The present re- 
corder, Mr. Abel Davis, is personally com- 
mended for important improvements in the 
machinery of this important county office. 

The bureau will not stop with the re- 
corder’s office. The other departments of 


county administration will be reported upon. 


with the result that the public soon will 
have a better knowledge of how its county 
affairs are administered than ever before. 
The bureau of public efficiency is laying 
the foundation for intelligent, practical re- 
form. Its service hardly can be overes- 
timated. 


CRUELTY OF A CROWD. 

A crowd, sooner than be deprived of its 
promised rare show, will jeer a man on to 
his death. What happened in Kansas a 
few weeks ago happened in Ohio last week. 
In each case the aviator victim knew his 
machine was not working properly and 
that a flight would be perilous, but the 
courage to say to spectators shout- 
ing angrily for 3 kee entertainment 
was lacking. \ 

If in either case the aviator had been 


, able to take aside every individual! in the 


crowd and state the situation, nine-tenths 
of the spectators would have told him not 


to go up. Men taken by themselves are 


usually reasonable aud humane. A crowd 
is ouly too apt to be unreasoning and cruel. 
It cannot be argued with. It refuses to listen 
to explanations. 

The aviator who allows himself to be 
billed as one of the features of a fair ought 
to understand what awaits him in case he 
He 
must consent to be “ butchered to make a 
Roman holiday,” or have sufficient strength 
of mind to defy the hoots and jeers of a dis- 
appointed crowd which howls down all his 
explanations and excuses. 


EUROPEAN WAGE EARNERS. 

The wage earners of Europe are going on 
strikes in some countries and are rioting in 
others because they cannot buy so much 
food with their wages as they could a few 
years ago. Prices have advanced, but 
wages have not kept company with them. 
This has created a situation which, where 
millions are living on the margin of sub- 
sistence, may have far reaching consé¢- 
quences. Riots may become revolutions. 

There are two underlying causes of a 
condition which has filled Europe with dis- 
content and unrest. One of them is the 
depreciation in the purchasing power of 
gold, owing to its increased production. 
That has affected the prices of commodities 
throughout the world. If the wage earner 
were given a little more gold as its value 
decreased he would be compensated for the 
higher prices of foodstuffs. He has been 
to a considerable extent in this country, but 
not in Europe. There is food enough in 
the world for all, but there is not that nice 
adjustment of wages and prices which pro- 
vides all with wages which buy enough food. 

The second cause is excessive taxation, 
largely for unproductive military purposes. 
Not in England, but in other European 
countries, the taxation falls heavily upon 
consumption. The price of bread and meat 
in France, Germany, | and Austria-Hungary 
is forced up by protective tariffs. The tem- 
porary removal of French restrictions on 
the importation of cattle was followed by a 
sharp drop in the price of meat. If Euro- 
penn nations would renounce militarism and 
Cease enlarging their armies and navies 
they would not fake so much toll of the in- 
comes of the wage earners as they do now. 
If they were to repeal laws which make food 
dearer than it. need be wages would go 
further than they do. 

The depreciation in the purchantag power 
of gold, which reduces the purchasing power 
of wages, is something for which no gov- 
ornment can provide a remedy. Where there 
is such a | degreciation; wages will always 
“move up more slowly than prices. But 
- governments could change their methods of 
taxation sd as to leave the. mage earners 


more money with which to buy food. Then 
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eclectic tickets, which were unpopular with 
the politicians N for this pro- 
vision.

THE TARIFF AND NULLIFICATION 
The first great expansion of American 
manufactures was due to causes which 
were disastrous to its commerelal interests, 
then largely centered in New England. 
These causes were the Jeffersonian em- 
bargo and nonintercourse measures. These 
cut off the foreign supply ot many necessary 
articles and forced the country to make 
them for itself. There was a sudden shift - 
ing of capital and labor to manufacturing. 
The repeal of the laws which had given 
the manufacturers a temporary monopoly 
of the home market threatened their de- 
struction. They appealed to congress for 
the protection which higher duties would 
give. For the first time they gave the 
cheapness of foreign la bor in this instance 
that of Great Britain and Ireland—as a 
reason why certain industries were in par 
ticular need of protection. The tariff ot 
1808 was a favorable answer to their 
prayer. Then came the war of 1812, with 
its war tariff which doubled previous du: 
ties. The American manufacturers had 
the field to themselves, 
With peace came the inevitable reaction. 
British manufacturers threw on the Ameri- 
can market at a sacrifice the goods which 
had been piling up on their shelves. So 
the manufacturers, with ruin staring them 
in the face, asked for more protection than 
they had had before 1812. This time the 
whole country sympathized with them. 
Everybody was proud of the great growth 
of American industry. That was the one 
tangible result of the war, and it was 
thought worth preserving. South Carolina, 
speaking through Calhoun and Lowndes, 
sympathized with Pennslyvania and helped 
pass the tariff act of 1816. Then, for the 
first time, was a duty levied on raw wool. 

It was supposed that the law of 1816 had 
settled the tariff question, but it did not. 
The manufacturers discovered that it did 
not do enough for them and asked for more. 
They got it, but it was accompanied by a 
change of sentiment in the south. Just 
after the war southern men had been for the 
protective policy because it was national— 
was connected with the security of the coun- 
try. Later on they became free traders. 
The south had na manufactures to protect. 
Its apparent interest was to buy in the 
cheapest market the commodities it con- 
sumed. The sonth, it was alleged, was 
being taxed for the benefit of northern man- 
ufacturers. 

The tariff 8 a sectional question, 
and the extreme state rights men made the 
most of it. They denied the constitutional- 
ity of protective duties, and finally reached 
the point where the nullification of offensive 
tariff laws was held out as the only remedy. 
So, although the tariff act of 1832 was a 
more moderate measure than that of 1828, 


then called “the tariff of abominations,” 


South Carolina held a convention and de- 
clared it a nullity. 

South Carolina did not live up to its high 
resolves. The firm attitude of President 
Jackson and the passage of the so-called 
force bill were deterrents, but the state won 
a partial victory through the adoption of 
Mr. Clar’s compromise act of 1836. It low- 
ered many existing duties and provided for 
a gradual further reduction in the future. 
Thus ended the nullification phase of the 
tariff. Eo 


CITY AND CONTRACTOR. | 

It is not customary to go to Philadelpbia 
for advice as to the proper management of 
municipal affairs. That city is generally 
held up as a horrid example of what mu- 
nicipal government should not be. Yet a 
Philadelphian, one o. the speakers at the 
international municipal congress, has given 
Chicago some really good advice. It is: 
“Close in on a contractor's bond just as 
soon as he shows the slightest indication of 
not living up to his contract.” 

Chicago .city officials have always been 
too easy going with contractors. Their 
shortcomings have been tolerated so long 
that they think they can o about as they 
please. They will continue to act on that 
belief until the city shall have adopted a 
new policy. 

The Philadelphian cited the case of the 
La Salle street tunnel. It should have 
been completed early last summer, but will 
not be until next summer. The board of 
supervising engineers says the city is help- 
less because there is no penalty for delay 
fixed in the contract. The Philadelphia ad- 
viser contends that the city is not helpless 

it could declare the contractor's bond 
forfeited.” 

Why not? It would be serving notice 
on all contractors that they must live up 
to the agreements.

LIVING ROOMS. 

N a house heated by fireplaces it is easy 

to decide what shall be called living 

rooms, In a house heated by steam, 

hot water, or hot air, people sew, do 

light housework, and read all over the 

house. Comfort determines where the occu- 
pants stay. 

In the winter the room must be warm 
enough to be comfortable for a person doing 
light physical work and lightly clad. This 
means a teniperature of 65 to 70. 

Living room temperatures are usually 
Too high. Seventy-five is almost an accepted 
standard. An excellent wet and dry bulb 
thermometer for determining humidity has 
65 to 75 marked as the limits of proper 
room temperature, 

Ninety per cent of the flats in Chicago at 
6 o'clock in the evening, during the winter 
months, have a temperature that is higher 
than 80. 

When the outside temperature is below 
30 the ventilating air in an ordinary living 
room should not blow directly on the occu- 
pants of the room. It will take heat from 
their bodies faster than they can make it 
when sitting quietly. The first necessity is 
that the wind be deflected. On some days 
this is all that is required; on others it must 
be warmed somewhat. 

Radiators should be placed in front of 
windows. It is advisable to have the bot- 
tom of the window below the top of the 
radiator or else provide a separate opening 
below the window, leading air through the 
radiator. 

Living room humidity should be some- 
where around 50. 

Probably the reader never saw a humidity 
measurer, and yet a measure of humidity 
is just as necessary for comfort as a meas- 
ure of temperature. 

Most of the condemnation of flats by 
those who think of causes is due to the dry- 
ness of the air in them. When air is heated 
it must be watered or harm comes. If the 
steam radiator blows steam into the room 
the humidity will be raised; or there are 
many types of water cans made to hang 
against the radiator coils. 

Pans of water set on the radiator or else- 
where in the room are of great service.

GUARDING AGAINST COLDS. 

H. W. H. writes: Colds are much more 
important than typhoid fever. Please ex- 
plain to us the cause of both origina! and 
infected colés, for I have observed both 
kinds; also.effective prophylacsis. The usual 
sort means nothing to me. My wife and I 
sleep out of doors the year around and fol- 
low with a cold plunge or sponge every morn- 
ing. We have so much fresh air indoors the 
house is so cold friends will not come. We 
live in a suburb, eat wholesome food, and go 
to bed early. 

“Yet we have colds. There is no price I 
would not pay if Icould find successful meas- 
ures that would keep colds outside my house, 
My wife has an arrested pulmonary phthisis 
and could lead a normal life without danger 
if she were protected from colds. Itisa 
‘ground hog case.’ 

Ot course we purge with calomel! or castor 
oll and equalize with quinire, etc., but colds 
come like death and taxes. I have on occa- 
sions moved away to a boarding house, leav- 
ing her at home when certain of a fresh cold, 
but she came down with one nevertheless 

It is the contagious cold we fear. The 
mouth and nose appear the only avenues of 
entrance. Then why are not antiseptic 
sprays effective? If nothing better Is sug- 
gested I am going to ha her breathe 
through surgical gauze next time I have a 
cold.“ 


REPLY. 

This letter suggests an important subject. H. 
W. H. is right. Colds are much more important 
than is typhoid fever. He recognizes the dangers 
of colds, is striving intelligently to prevent them, 
and yet the method which he is pursuing ts not 
returning results that are satisfactory to him. A 
cold is an infection which lodges usually in the 
nose and which travels along the surface elther 
into the throat and down into the bronchial tubes 
and sometimes into the lungs, or else up into the 


eyes and the cavities around the face, which com- 
municate with the nose. 

Sometimes the infecting bacteria get into the 
blood stream and are carried throughout the body. 


Not infrequently they reach the lungs in this way 


and start up what is known as pneumonia. The 
important thing is that the cause of a cold is a 
germ. The germ may be any one of several differ- 
ent varieties. One of the characteristics of the 
germs which cause cold is that they may be in the 
nose without doing any harm, that they may stay 
in the nose indefinitely without. causing any harm, 
unless there is some change either in the host or 
else in the parasite. Putting this thought in an- 
other way, a man may catch cold from himself or 
he may catch cold from another man. 

An idea prevails that a draft will cause one to 
catch cold. There is some basis for this opinion. 
If anything takes heat from the body faster than 
heat can be made, it is Hable to make bacteria 
lying on the surface of the nose infect when they 
would not otherwise have done so. A current of 
moving air has a great capacity for removing heat. 
If the body has been trained to send an extra quan- 
tity of blood to an area that is being chilled, no 
harm is done. If it has not been trained in this way, 
harm is done. 

There is no way of preventing these local chill- 
ings, either by drafte of air of else by the rapid 
conduction of heat by wet feet or wet clothes, so 
the rational method of procedure is to conduct your 
body so that these things do not cause an infection 
by the bacteria of colds. One who has trained his 
body to resist local chilling by cold baths has in a 
great measure removed one of thé methods by 
which colds are contracted, It is also pretty well 
established that the man who overeats, and who 
does not attend to his excretions properly, is prone 
to have infection. This is another of the factors 
that change the host and in that way help to bring 
about infection. 

Here, too, H. W. H. is properly safeguarding 
himself. It is quite evident from his letter that In 
his case there are some other methods of protection 
against colds of which he is not making use. My 
suggestion is that it is on the side of the infecting 
bacteria, rather than on the host side, that he is 
falling down. If the precautions which he is tak- 
ing were generally taken, I am sure that the num- 
ber of colds in a community during the winter 
would be reduced to a third of what they now are. 
Unfortunately people who are not careful have 
colds and spread them to people who are more 
careful, and H. W. H., while he fs certainly more 
careful than the average person, so far as asso- 
clating with people with colds is concerned, is not 
careful enough to save himeelf entirely. 

My suggestion is that he go with his wife to the 
health department and have a culture made of the 
bacteria in their nasal passages. Wells has shown 
that a large percentage of the people who are well 
carry ‘pneumococcus in their throats. If this is 
found to be the case, either with himself or wife, 
then efforts should be made to get rid of that 
chronic or latent Infection. A positive laboratory 
finding would mean that one or the other is a 
** carrier.” 

The next suggestion is that he be more careful 
than he is about associating with people who have 
colds. That he is more careful than the average 
man is clearly Indicated in his letter, but he may 
come into Chicago In a suburban train that is badly 
ventilated and sit next to a man who sneezes and 
coughs carelessly. This is merely offered as a sug- 
gestion. There may be half a dozen places in which 
the infection might occur, Colds are frequently 
caught in crowds. A person sneezing in a crowded 
train or street car or room would infect the air 
for a good many feet around. 

H W. H. has perfected some links In his chain 
of defense with exceptional care, Wut somewhere 
thére is a break. My suggestion is that next he 
look to the bacteria of the nasal passages of the 
people in his own house. There may be some 
employé who is a carrier, but who is not sick. The 
next suggestion is that he exercise great care in 
going into miscellaneous assemblages of people. 
His wife having an arrested pulmonary phthisis, he 
will put himself to more trouble and inconvenience 
to find the reason for his infections than will the 
average man.

LIVER DOES NOT CAUSE 
CONSTIPATION, 

E. B. asks: “ Suppose the cause of constipa- 

tion is the liver, what should be done?“ 
REPLY. 

IT doubt much [ff constipation ts ever caused by 
the liver. I do not know of any way by which any 
one could say that the liver was causing constipa- 
tion. I think that the simpler explanation is the 
better, and that is that constipation is practically 
always due to lack of physical exercise and the eat 
ing of too concentrated food. After a habit has 
been established a long time it sometimes becomes 
necessary to do something more than remove the 
cause in order that a cure may be effected. These 
cases will require medical attention. I do not be- 
lieve that anything done to the Hver will help them.

ANON DUCKWORTH'S death, at the 

advanced age of 77, serves to recall a 

royal romance of many years ago. 

when, as a young clergyman, he was 

tutor of Queen Victoria's youngest 

son, Prince Leopold, Duke of Albany. He fell 

in love with his 12 year old pupil's most fasci- 

nating and gifted sister, Princess Louise, who, 

according to court gossip, was not altogether 

insensible to the admiration of the handsome 
young curate. 

The matter reached the ears of Queen Vic- 
toria, who took the princess to task, without 
success. Duckworth, mindful of the fact that 
he owed obedience’'to the queen, not only as 
sovereign but also as head of the church, sur- 
rendered the innocent but rather romantic 
correspondence that had passed between bim- 
self and the princess and retired gracefully 
from the scene. By rights he should have be- 
come a bishop. But his preferment would 
have caused too much talk. So he was given 
first of all a lucrative rectorship in London, to 
which were subsequently added a canonry 
and subdeanship of the abbey of Westmin- 
ster, carrying with them a picturesque resi- 
dence avd all sorts of prerogatives and emolu- 
ments. 

The dscretion which he manifested about 
the whole affair was keenly appreciated by 
the reigning house, the members of which 
treated him with the utmost regard, Queen 
Victoria and King Edward in turn appointing 
him as their chaplain. He never married, 
passing through life a popular figure in so- 
ciety, with this halo of a royal romance rest- 
ing on his head, which was as handsome in 
his old age asin his youth. Princess Louise 
married, within a year of Duckworth’'s retire- 
ment from court in 1870, the then Marquis of 
Lorne, now Duke of Argyll.

As Mrs. Edmund Wickham, widow of the 
English army colonel of that name, is again 
engaging the attention of the public in con- 
nection with her pretensions to imperia! 
rank, as alleged lineal descendant and prin- 
cipal heiress of the sovereign dynasty of 
Paleologo, which was occupying the throne 
of the Byzantine empire at the time of the 
capture of Constantinople by the Turks, in 
1453. it may be just as well to state that no 
mention will be found in the Almanach de 
Gotha or in any other standard work of 
reference, either foreign or English. of the 
title of Princess Paleologo, assumed by Mrs. 
Wickham, nor yet of her four sons, each of 
whom styles himself a Prince Paleologo. 

She lives in London, in a modest house 
looking on to Hyde Park, and possesses an 
imagination that is the most orlental thing 
about her besides her title, since. if one is to 
believe her, no less than three dramatic at- 
tempts have been made upon her life. 

She insinuates that she and her sons con- 
stitute a peril to the dynasty now ruling 
over Greece, since the people of that country 
would naturally prefer being reigned over 
by a scion of the imperial Greek dynasty 
of Paleologo than by an allen house. such as 
that of King George. In fact, she hints that 
the latter would be relieved to hear of her 
death, the inference being that he, poor man! 
may have instigated the attempts upon ber 
life, concerning which nothing is known by 
the English police. She styles herself“ Eu- 
genie Cristoforos, Princess Paleologo Nice- 
phore Comenm, hereditary Princess of 
Mitylene, of Enos, of Lemnos, and of Chios,“ 
and declares that her father was one of the 
candidates for the Greek throne in 1863. | 

This is rather an unfortunate admission, 
for those who will take the trouble to refer 
tothe circumstances of the election will find 
that the Greek people did not choose a for- 
eigner for their ruler until they had made 
an exhaustive investigation and had abso- 
lutely convinced themselves of the impos- 
sibility of discovering any authentic de- 
scendaht of the last Christian emperors of 
Constantinople or any bona fide representa- 
tive of the former reigning dynasty of Pale- 
ologo. Emperor Constantine Paleologo himself 
was killed at the storming of Constantinople 
by the Turks in 1453, but some members of 
his family are rumored to have escaped and 
to have found refuge in western Europe. 
Historians are upanimous, however, in de- 
claring that these refugees became extinct 
shortly afterwards, and this impression pre- 
vailed until some twenty-five years ago.

Prof. Benjamin Wisner Bacon, today said: 

go 7 —— century religion, gradually per- 
fected in this respect during the last half of 
the nineteenth century, regards human pain 
as an evil to be relieved and prevented by the 
promptest means possible, and by any sort 
of available means, physical, mental, or moral; 
and, thanks to the progress of science, there 
is comparatively little physical pain nowadays 
which cannot be prevented or relieved. 

Prof. Bacon has criticised Dr. Eliot’s new 
religion on the ground that it does not get 
to the bottom of things. . 

“The. theory of evolution,” he says, has 
brought about only a dead religion, a religion 
imposed from without and cast in the un- 
changing molds of the past. 

“The Christianity advocated by Dr. Eliot 
under the title of ‘The Religion of the Future’ 
is like Beecher's fifty fathoms of cable to 
sound 100 fathoms of water. It is good as 
far as it goes, but it does not touch the bot- 
tom,” 

Dr. Eliot does not believe that the religion 
of which he has spoken is in need of a de- 
fense. He has not advocated a creed or a 
gospel; he has merely made a prognostication, 
He says: 

“The religion of the future will not be 
bound by dogma or creed; its workings will 
be simple, but its field of action limitless. Its 


discipline will be the training in the develop- 


ment of cooperative good will. 

“There are now various fraternal bodies 
which to many persons take the place of a 
church; if they are working for good they 
are helpful factors, Again, different bodies of 
people have set up new cults, but the mass of 
people stay by the church. 

“The religion of the future will approach 
the whole subject of an evil from another side 
than that promised by churches, The Breton 
sailor who had his arm poisoned by a dirty 
fish hook which had entered his finger made 
a votive offering and prayed for a cure. Te 
workmian today who gets cut or bruised by a 
rough or dirty instrument goes to a surgeon, 
who applies an antiseptic and prevents the 
poisoning, 

“That surgeon is one of the ministers of 
the new religion. The new religion cannot 
supply the old sort of consolation, but it can 
diminish the need of consolation or reduce 
the number of occasions for consolation. 

“A further change in religious thinking has 
already occurred on the subject of pain. Pain 
was generally regarded as either a punish- 
ment or @8 a means of expiation, vicarious or 
direct.”

On Pumpkin Pie. 
The very dish one likes the best 
Is acid, or insipid, to the rest. 

UMPKIN PIE is one of the insipid things 
—to some people. Pumpkin pie is one of 
the things a real lover of the real thing 
despairs of getting in perfection, espe- 
clally if a taste for the real thing was 

acquired in childhood. 

If tastes did not differ so enormously there 
~ould not be so many recipes for pumpkin pie 
as there are, and any of tnese recipes may 
make a poor or an excellent pie according as 
the pumpkin is stewed rightly or wrongly. 

The pumpkin, like the squash, is a watery 
thing. This is why some people bake it. A 
halt of pumpkin baked in the oven is almost 
sure to come out witn quite a puddle of liquid 
in its bowl If pumpkin is stewed in prepara- 
tion for pies little water must be used, and 
this must be dried out. A good way to cook 
a small amount is to use a double boller, in 
which it is really steamed until it is soft and 
then to turn it into an open kettle to dry it off 
over a low fire. The drying process used to be 
continued in sun and air and the pumpkin so 
preserveu for winter use. 

The best pumpkin pie to my mind is one in 
which the spices—a small allowance of each— 
are perfectly blended. The object ought to be 
to enhance the pumpkin taste, not to drown it, 
and enough sugar ought to be used to bring out 
that taste in the right way. In general too 
little sugar is used, instead of too much, and 
too much spice instead of too little, but here 
we are back to the matter of taste again or 
custom. It is sometimes because we are used 
to one way of cooking a thing—a custom—that 
we do not like some other way. 

The strangest custom in the making of pump- 
kin pies would seem to be that of the English 
in making them without previously cooking the 
pumpkin. The following recipe comes from 
that great autherity on English and European 
cooking, George Augustus Sala: 

“Pumpkin Pie—Take a ripe pumpkin and 
chip off the rind or skin, halve it, and take 
out tae seed and puffy part in the center, 
which throw away. Cut the pumpkin into

Since the ten yard rule was adopted 
the value of a reliable place or drop kicker has 
increased immeasurably, and since 1905 many im- 
portant struggles have been won by the air line 
route after all other means had failed. In fact, 
it cannot be sald that any team has reached the 
pinnacle of football perfection unless it has a 
member who possesses ability to register points 
from the field. 

Punting is another feature which wil! not be 
everlobked. Nothing is more discouraging fo a 
team than to have forty or fifty yards of its hard 
gained ground taken away by a single boot of some 
player who can punt this distance with consist- 
ency. Other points will not be overlooked in the 
practice of the teams this week, and by Saturday 
the coaches should have good ideas on the ability 
of the different players who are trying for places 
on their respective teams.
